^,700 barrels of flour, left Minneapolis, Min- 
nesota, for direct shipment to Europe, via 
thia port, and arrived hero oa Tuesday 
evening nt sii o'clock, Laving made the 
run of 1,:)00 niilea iu four days and fito 
hours, or an average- of thirteen miles an 
hour for the entire distance. This is the 
second shipment made under the new com- 
bination, and is an illustration of wbat can 
bo accomplished \vheu a proper co-operation 
of tue transportation lines and the mill 
owners is established.
